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J. \ Number of the citizens of New- York, 
convinced of the important advantages to be 
derived from fubftituting the Kine Pock in place 
of the fmall-pox inoculation, in this country, 
have afTociated for the promotion thereof, and 
liberally contributed towards the eftablifhment 
of an InftUution for the purpofe of difTemi- 
nating the benefits of this new inoculation 
among the poor, of fupporting a conftant fup- 
ply of the genuine infection, and of promoting 
a more general knowledge of the difeafe, and 
the proper method of fuccefsfully communi- 
cating it, thereby to prevent thofe errors from 
ignorance in its practice, which otherwife muft 
unavoidably not only injure deceived indivi- 
duals, but alfo the growing reputation of this- 
ineftimable difcovery. 

At a meeting of the Contributors, held on 
the nth January, 1802, at the Tontine Coffee- 
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Houfe, with a view of carrying the fame into 
effect, Robert Bowne was appointed Chairman, 
and Valentine Seaman, Secretary. 

A committee of four, viz. Dr. Valentine Sea- 
man, Dr. Samuel Borrowe, Samuel Bowne, and 
Dr. Edward Miller, were appointed to draw up 
a plan of a Conftitution, for the government 
and regulation of this Institution, and to fub- 
mit the fame to the confideration of the next 
meeting. 

At a fecond and numerous meeting of the 
Contributors, held at the Tontine CorFee-houfe, 
on Thurfday the 14th of January, 1802, Willet 
Seaman was appointed Chairman, and Edward 
Miller, Secretary. 

The committee, to whom it had been refer- 
red to draw up a plan of a Conftitution, report- 
ed a form for that purpofe •, which, after being 
read and confidered by paragraphs, was adopted, 
as follows : 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I. 

JL HIS eftablifhment fhall be known by 
the name of the "New-York Institution 
for the Inoculation of the Kine 
Pock." 
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ARTICLE II. 

The government and regulation of the Infti- 
tution fhall be committed to thirteen Directors, 
a Treafurer, and a Secretary, who mall be an- 
nually elected by and from among the Contri- 
butors, by ballot, on the fe'cond Thurfday in 
January. 

ARTICLE III. 

Not lefs than four Directors, confidering the 
Treafurer and Secretary as fuch, mall constitute 
a quorum for tranfaction of buiinefs. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The Directors mall hold ftated meetings every 
month, due notice of each meeting being given 
by the Secretary to the feveral members. 

ARTIC LE V. 

The Directors mall, at their firft ftated 
meeting, elect by ballot a Prefident and Vice- 
Prefident from among their number, who fliall 
continue in office until the next election of 
Directors. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Prefident, or, in his abfence, the Vice- 
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Prefident, fhall have the power of calling a 
fpecial meeting of the Directors, at the requeft, 
in writing, of two of their number, or of two 
of the Phyficians of the Inftitution. 

ARTICLE VII. 

It fhall be the duty of the Treafurer to keep 
an account of the names of the Contributors, 
and of the fums of money feverally fubfcribed 
and paid by them ; to receive all the monies of 
the Inftitution, and to pay them to the order of 
the Prefident or Vice-Prefident of the Directors, 
which order fhall be the voucher of his expen- 
ditures. He fhall make report of the ftate of 
the accounts to the Directors, every three 
months ; and once in every year, his accounts 
fhall be audited by a committee of the Directors. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

h fhall be the duty of the Secretary to keep 
a record of the proceedings of the Directors, to 
give due notification to the members of every 
ftated and of every fpecial meeting. He fhall 
alfo give due notice to the Contributors of the 
time and place of their meetings, and fhall give 
ieafonablc information to thofe who may be 
elected to any office in the Inftitution. 
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ARTICLE IX. 

In cafe the Treafurer or Secretary mould die 
or refufe to aft, the Direaors {hall then elect, 
from among the Contributors, a fuitable perfon 
to fill the vacant office, until the next annual 
election. 

article x. 
The Directors annually, at their firft ftated 
meeting, fhall elect by ballot a Medical Board, 
confifting of a number of Phyficians not exceed- 
ing four, who fhall continue in office until after 
the next election of Directors, ' and no longer,, 
unlefs they be re-elected. 

ARTICLE XI. 

The Directors fhall elect a perfon as Refi- 
dent Surgeon to the Inftitution, to remain in 
office during their pleafure, but not exceeding 
one year ; who fhall, previous to his election, 
obtain a recommendation of his qualifications 
from one or more of the Medical Board, and 
who fhall receive for his fervices a compenfa- 
tion fufficient to defray the expenfes of decent 
boarding, which fhall be afcertained and regu- 
lated by the Directors. 
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ARTICLE XII. 

The Directors fhall procure a fuitable room 
or apartments in fome eligible part of the city, 
for promoting the objects of this Inftitution. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

The Directors fhall eftablifh fuch bye laws 
for the regulation of this Inftitution, as to them 
may appear necefTary, and fhall make annually 
a public report of the progrefs thereof, and of 
<the monies received and expended for its fup- 
port. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

It fhall be the duty of the Refident Surgeon 
to attend upon the Inftitution, according to the 
regulations prefcribed by the Directors and the 
Medical Board, and he fhall alfo act in the ca- 
pacity of Secretary to the latter. 

ARTICLE XV. 

It fhall be the duty of the Medical Board to 
attend upon the Inftitution, in fuch form and 
manner as they, in conjunction with the Direct- 
ors, fhall think mod conducive to its interefts. 
They fhall alfo occasionally propofe to the Di-» 
re&ors fuch matters as fhall appear to them ne- 
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ceflary for obtaining the greateft advantage 
therefrom. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

Every perfon contributing to this Inftitution, 
to the amount of three dollars or upwards, mall 
be confidered as a permanent member thereof, 
with privilege in manner following, viz. — Each 
one paying three dollars, fhall be entitled there- 
by to keep two patients conftantly upon the 
books of the Inftitution for one year ; every 
one paying five dollars, fhall have like privilege 
for two years ; every one paying ten dollars, 
fhall have like privilege for five years ; and 
every one paying twenty dollars, fhall be enti- 
titled thereby to keep three patients upon the 
books during their lives. The date of the ori- 
ginal fuhferibers' privileges to commence with 
the time the Inftitution is ready for the recep- 
tion of patients. 

ARTICLE XVII. 

No alteration fhall be made in this Conftitu- 
tion, except it be by a general meeting of the 
Contributors, called by the Directors in confe- 
quence of application being previoufly made to 
them in writing by at leaft fifteen of the Con- 
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tributors, at which meeting any alteration may 
be propofed, which if agreed to by a majority 
of the Contributors at a fecond meeting for that 
purpofe, the alteration fhall be made and con- 
sidered, and acted upon accordingly. 



The Meeting then proceeded, in purfuance 
of the Conftitution, to elect the officers of the 
Inftitution for the term of one year, and the 
ballots being taken and counted, it appeared 
that the following gentlemen were duly elected.

On motion of Samuel Bowne, the following 
refolution was unanimously adopted : That, in 
teftimony of the high eftimation in which this 
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meeting of Contributors hold the philanthropic 
and able exertions of Edward Jenner, M. D. 
F. R. S. &c. of London, and Benjamin Water- 
houfe, M. D. Profeflbr of the Praaice of Phy- 
fic in the Univerfity of Cambridge in MafTa- 
chufetts, relative to the inoculation of the Kine 
Pock, they are hereby appointed perpetual ho- 
norary Directors of this Inftitution.
